KAUNAS, Lithuania.^—The Lith- 


uanian, government and parliament 
Saturday bowed grimly to an ulti- 
matium backed by the might of Po- 
land's army and navy. 


By bowing to the Polish order, Lith- 


uania saved herself from an invasion 
and saved Europe from immediately 
starting another war. 


The Lithuanian minister at Tallinn, 


Estonia, delivered to Poland's minister 
a note there fully accepting.. Poland's 
demands. 


The demands were for re-estabilsh- 


ment of diplomatic relations that were 
broken when Poland seized the an- 
cient Lithuanian capital if Wilno, Oc- 
tober 9, 1920. 


Story Behind Dispute 


There has been no exchange of dip- 
omatics and no traffic, either rail'or 
air, between the two neighbors since 
'oland seized Wilno and about one- 
hird of Lithuania's territory in 1920. 
This issue flared up' anew over the 


tilling of a Polish guard March 11 on 
the frontier which Lithuania insists 
merely is a demarcation line.

In Paris, where it was discovered 


that France and Russia had brought 
pressure on both nations for a peace- 
iul settlement, the Lithuanian lega- 
tion also said Poland had turned down 
an offer to name envoys to ineet in a 
neutral city. Britain also made repre- 
sentations. 


Poland Was Ready 


Poland, with an. army 13 times the 


size of Lithuania's, moved troops close 
to the border throughout the day to 
back up her ultimatum with force. Her 
preparations were said to be complete. 


Authoritative reports in Berlin said 


that Germany had agreed to keep 
hands off if Poland would acquiesce 
to Germany's seizure of the Free City 
of Danzig . The possibility also was 
raised that hostilities might lead to 
German annexation of Memel, a for- 
mer German city and now a Lithuan- 
ian port, and the Polish corridor. 


All three are territories that Ger- 


many lost after the World war and 
that contain minorities over whom 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler has pro- 
claimed himself protector.

Farm forest owners will make the 


most profit from their young pine 
.stands if they thin them for pulp- 
wood, and leave the select trees stand- 
ing fro growth into poles, piling, and 
sawtimber. 


Generally, thinning can be started 


when the stand i.s 20 years old. By 
the removal of all crooked, forked, 
rough, and defective trees, plus cer- 
tain good ones to develop better spac- 
ing, sometimes as much as 13 units of 
pulpwoocl can be removed per acre, 
according to H. M. Brunei-, Extension 
forester, University ot Arkansas Col- 
lege 
of 
Agriculture. This practice 


would still leave the best trees for 
pt.-ssible increased growth, and enough 


LITTLE ROCK.-The average mo 


torisl's annual lax bill has increased 
SI1.8 per cent during the last twelv 
.years, according to the Oil Dealers 
Assocntion of Arkansas.

In the statistically "normal" year o 


192(1 the aggregate automotive tax bil 
amounted to $638,272,000, or approxi 
mately 529 for each of the 22,001,39 
motor vehicles then registered.

In 1937, preliminary estimates indi

The average indi 
vidual share for each of the estimator 
2!l,Gfi().000 motor vehicles registered las 
year was 553.29, or 83. 8 per cent abov 
the "normal" tax of ?29 which motor 
isl.s had to pay in 1920. 


The aggregate slate, federal, and loca 


tax bill—exclusive of automotive taxe 
—for 1937 is estimated at 510,220.000,000 
or 579.90 per capita. This is only 16. 
per cent higher than the 1926 "normal 
per capita tax of $68.40. Thus, the As 
sociation paints out, automotive taxe 
rose five times as rapidly as genera 
taxes. 


The disproportionate rise in automo 


live tax costs is ascribed to two prin 
cipal factors. Federal automotive tax 
cs, imposed in 1932 as "temporary 
emergency" levies, in 1937 cost motor- 
ists 5373,220,000, an average of $12.6( 
per motor vehicle. The duplicating 
federal gasoline tax made up more 
than 50 per cent of this cost. Sine 
1932 federal internal revenues have in- 
creased over 350 per cent to a new all 
time high. For this reason motorists 
feel that the continuance of fcclera 
automobile imposts on an "emergency' 
basis is no longer justified. 


others for at least one more good cu 
of pulpwoocl before the final harvest of 
sawlogs is made. 


Usually, landowners should not cu 


possible sawtimber trees for pulpwoocl 
since they are generally much more 
valuable for sawtimber than as pulp- 
wood. For example, at 50 cents stump- 
age per unit (144 cu. ft), a 10-inch 
tree is worth 7 cents for pulpwood 
while at §5 per thousand board fee' 
stumpagc, the same tree is worth 20 
cents for sawtimber, Mr. Bruner point- 
ed out. 


Trees unmerchntable for sawtimber 


such as rough and crooked trees, bu' 
which are suitable for pulpwood 
should be removed from the stand for 
thinning purposes regardless of the 
size of the tree. 


The use of drouth-resistant crops and 


a better system of cropping that will 
permit the growth of crops before the 
summer dry periods set in are the best 
ways of providing insurance against 
feed shortage due to possible drouth 


It is too late to plant fall grains and 


spring oats, but increased production 
can be obtained by takiug care of 
those already planted, especially by 
feeing that they are not over-grazed. 
Top dressing them with 100 to 150 
pounds of nitrate of soda per acre just 
after rapid growth is started in the 
spring will be profitable on most soils, 
according to Charles F. Simmons, Ex- 
tension agronomist, University of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture. 


While corn will generally produce 


more pounds of grain than any other 
chrop, it is hurt wrose by dry weath- 
er, MJ-. Simmons said. Dividing the 
acreage for corn into several parts and 
planting each part at a separate time 
will bring the corn to the tasseling 
period at diferent periods. A dry 
period then would probably not dam- 
age all the corn. 


Many farmers do not depend entire- 


ly on corn for grain, but are planting 
rain sorghum, which will withstand 
drouth better than corn. Yields of 20 
lo 30 bushels of sorghum per acre have 
aeon grown during seasons so dry that 
only a few bushels of nubbins were
